On the Population Seminar/Dinner, Monday, 29 August 1977 


You should be informed that Monday's affair is not entirely 
in accord with the format for the dinners that we discussed. The reason 
is mainly the nature of the problem for discussion but also because of 
the way the concept for it was formed in mind.
